stood.

IJo.id (leorge ivid inMted thorn to par- 
ticipate in .< conference to .Uteropt a 
settlement of the strike anil they did 
riot wish to be emb.irra.ssed in their 
negotiations by threat of a

The readiness with which the rail 


waymen acceded to the miners' pro- 
posal. was accepted as a victory for 
J. 11. Thomas, secret;* rv of the rail- 
wav tirnon who had opposed the strike 
from the sf.m and had formallv re- 
fused to be .1 participant Thomas rep- 
resented the more conservative ele- 
ment of the union while the radicals 
were headed by Charles T. Cramp, the 
president. 


Predictions were freely made m of 


ficia) circles that, with the action of 
the miners in seeking postponement 
of the railway strike 
indicating 
a 


change in their attitude, the renewal 
of negotiations would bring; about a 
quick settlement and operation of the 
mines ^would be resumed shortly on 
* compromise agtsement.

Scott, hog expert of the college of agri- 
culture, Madison, to come to Apple- 
ton to select 30 animals from a list of 
about 50. 


A sales eomrrjittee was appointed, 


consisting of Walter Behrend, chaii- 
man, William Miller, John^D. Botten-

Samuel 
Rupple 
and Conrad 


Schwab. They will assist Mr. Nyhus 
in securing the swine for the sale. The 
object will be to induce farmers to re- 
place the ordinary scrub stock with 
the big animals which will lower the 
cost of producing pork.

couraging the pure bred swine business 
in this way. They all promised to lend 
their aid to secure a good attendance 
at the sale.

USE FOOD DRARS TO 


AID EUROPEAN PEOPLE 


Quite a number of Appleton people 


who have relatives in the 'war-strick- 
en countries of Europe are availing 
themselves of the food draft arrange- 
ment in force by the American Relief 
administration. The First National 
bank has had frequent calls for the 
drafts. 


No money is remitted to Europe by 


this procedure. The local person pays 
the bank a stated sum 
of money 


which will buy a certain amount of 
food such as flour, butter, bacon and 
milk at the food administration ware- 
houses in various parts of Germany, 
Austria and other countries. 
The 


money is remitted by the bank to the 
administration headquarters here. 


The person receiving the draft pre- 


sents it at one of the administration 
warehouses, and receives the amount 
of supplies it calls for. This prevents 
the loss of money sent through the 
mail and doee away with the confu- 
sion incident to the changing values 
of foreign money. It also assures the 
sender that the money is used for the 
purpose intended.

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VICTIMIZING 
T.HE FARMER ' 


The Xon-Partisani league, with the 


small army of propagandists from 
North Dakota and oiher states it has ' 
sent into Wisconsin *f or this' election. 
is perpetrating a great hoax upon the 
farmer. Organized ostensibly for his 
benefit, but in rcalityif or- the -building 
up of a selfish political machine, it is 
committed to a policytof state social- 
ism- which, if carried 
to its logical 


end, would ultimately] prove the far- 
mer's undoing. 


For the sum of $18 'the Wisconsin 


farmer is permitted to join the Non- 
Partisan league and partake of its ben- 
efits. These benefits-- are to be extended 
partly in cooperative marketing, which 
is alfright in itself,, and partly through 
agencies of socialism, which is all 
wrong. Up in North Dakota the> so- 
cialistic program .is well under way 
-and is involved in*thc usual scandals 
of diverting public (monies to private 
purposes. 
North Dakota has a, bank 


operated by the stale, a grain elevator 
owned bv the state »and a flour mill is 
to be erected by the state. Eventually 
the state is to own all of the, flour 
mills, elevators, banks, packinghous- 
es. etc., etc. 


That is state socialism pure and sim- 


ple. But it is only a phase of social- 
ism. The cardinal doctrine of state so- 
cialism. the very foundation on which 
it rests, is public ownership of land. 
But the Non-Partisan league emissaries 
who are leading the unsuspecting far- 
mers through the pearly gates of so- 
cialism at -$18 per head never refer to 
state ownership of land. That would 
(be fatal, but after they are in power 
and after years of sowing socialistic 
seed and embarking in socialistic ven- 
tures, the viciousness of which may not 
be disclosed until too late, they must 
and will turn their attention to land. 
Upon this richest of all sources of in- 
come and brotherly love their grasp- 
Ing hands must sooner or later fall. The 
farmer does not see this, perhaps does 
not believe it possible. But socialism 
is socialism and once it gains the as- 
cendency it carries out its program 
with relentless determination. It is as 
certain as publicly owned elevators 
and flour mills and factories that if 
the socialists attain power we shall 
have publicly owned land. 


Farmers of Wisconsin should keep 


'this fact clearly before them. 
They 


should look behind the scenes and see 
what socialism really means and what 
it leads to. They must not delude them- 
selves with the idea that radicals who 
believe in state ownership of other 
agencies of production and distribu- 
tion will leave their farms unnoticed. 
Socialists do not go half way, once they 
gain supremacy. Socialism in Wiscon- 
sin would mean state ownership of 
land, and the whole program of the 
Non-Partisan league is state social- 
ism. It is making a bid for Wiscon- 
sin with an army of paid agents, with 
an immense fund for spreading pro- 
paganda. 
Instead of being the far- 


mer's friend it is the greatest potential 
enemy which threatens him. 


The farmer can secure cooperative 


marketing and adequate financial ac- 
commodations without turning to state 
socialism. Any tendency in that direc- 
tion is a menace to his future. State 
socialism may content itself with the 
. objects of its initial attack for a time, 


but eventually it will demand that the 
land b« thrown into the common pot. 
Every farmer who lends encourd^e- 
mcnt to the Non-Partisan league and 
its candidates for political office lends 
encouragement to a program which ul- 
timately will confiscate his land and 
make him a worker for the state in- 
stead of a worker for himself. The 
' consequences of. this movement in 


Wisconsin are of grave concern to all, 
but of gravest concern to the farmer 
whom it is the first to victimize, 
- 


HARDING AND CONSISTENCY 
Senator Harding now asserts he ha*» 


never changed his stand oil the league 
of nations and challenges proof to the 
contrary from his public utterances. 
That portion of the public which is un- 
prejudiced knows whether this is or is 
not a fact. No one would be concerned 
about proving to Senator Harding hisr 
inconsistency for it is obvious that 
while he is seeking the presidency he 
would be equally inconsistent in re- 
fusing to admit the proof. 


But the fact stands out, and it is all 


the proof required, that in one speech 
Senator Harding convinces Senator 
Hiram Johnson, to use Mr. Johnson's 
own words, that "he has courageously 
taken his stand. He has put the league 
behind him. He wants neither inter- 
pretations nor reservations, but out- 
right rejection. * * * The public ut- 
terances of our candidate make plain 
beyond cavil that when Senator Har- 
ding is president he will not take the 
United States into the league," aud in 
another speech he convinces Mr. Tnfl 
that "all inference that he is opposed 
to any league or opposed to the pres- 
ent league, when these features which 
he deems objectionable are' removed,' 
and when other features are add&d 
that he deems to be necessary, does 
him injustice." 


Senator Harding has made many 


speeches which convince Hiram John- 
son that he is irrevocably against the 
league. He has similarly 
convinced | 


Senator Borah and the Hearst newspa- j 
pers, all bitter-enders in their Apposi- 
tion to the -league in any form. All are 
supporting him on this ground. 


Senator Harding has'made other 


speeches^ which convince Root Taft. 
Hughes, AVickersham and pro-league 
Republicans that he is for the league 
with reservations. They arc support- 
ing him in this belief. Can a man con- 
vince persons who are for a thing that 
he is with them and persons who are 
opposed to the same thing that he is 
with them and be consistent? Can a 
candidate say in one speech that '"I do 
not want to clarify those obligations; 
I want to turn my back on them. It is 
not interpretation but rejection that I 
am seeking." and in another that "xve 
are all agreed now that amendment or 
revision or reconstruction is possible" 
and be consistent? In addition to CO3- 
tradieting himself numerous times, in 
fact his utterances on the league are 
not quite the same in any two speech- 
es. Senator Harding has stated that he 
is without a single constructive idea .on 
the subject of a league of nations. 


Some prominent Republicans have 


announced their intention not to vote 
for Harding solely on the ground of 
his weak and inconsistent attitude on 
the league of nations issue. Johnson, 
Borah and the Hearst newspapers 
would desert him in a hurry if they did 
not construe his ulterances to be a pro- 
mise to scrap the league entirely. We 
are not ourselves endeavoring to in- 
terpret Mr. Harding's position. We do 
not know what he intends to do or 
what his position is. Neither does any 
other person. This is conclusively es- 
tablished by the fact that one set of 
persons interprets his speeches to 
mean one thing and others another. 
That is the situation. Is it consistency 
or inconsistency?

He 
will show you abont 50 reasons why 
you should not kill yourself, and he 
may go ^ long way toward remedying 
the" 
practical difficulties which lie at 


the root of your despondency.

you cannot go to him, you can write 
to him. His address is 108 West 77th 
Street. 


For many years it has been Mr. 


Warren's daily 'task to interview from 
two to seven persons who are contem- 
plating self-destruction. 
His evenings 


are spent in writing to others in the 
same state of mind, and in calling 
pn persons in hospitals who have tried 
to take their own lives and failed. 
Surely no man ever assumed a more 
depressing- task in the interests of his 
fellow beings. And Mr. Warren feels 
the strain. 


"I am certainly glad it's you-—some- 


one healthy and cheerful,'1 was his 
greeting to the interviewer. "I'm not 


I quite 
myself today. I've just been 


writing to a young man in Boston who 
says he is going to die next Tuesday 
unless I can prove to him that he 
should not- And the worst of it is 
that I cannot go to him now." 


Causes of Suicide 


Warren is a man of middle age, and 


he livss and works in an old brown 
stone-front house. At first one is in- 
clined to take him forr a religious sen- 
timentalist, overborne'by the gloom in 
the midst of which he lives, but a littls 
conversation dispels this impression.

ordinances. A mere dip In cold water is the extent 
of washing given in a busy hour. Out in the open 
air and sunlight this would be comparatively unim- 
portant, in my own judgment—I'll take a chance 
with the common drinking- cup almost anywhere out- 
doors. But indoors, where disease germs stand a bet- 
ter chance- of surviving on objects away from the 
body, this sort of washing is dnngerqus to patrons 
and should be deemed a nuisance. 


Soap and water washing should be the minimum 


precaution after each use of such utensils. Soap is 
sufficiently antiseptic in itself to take care of any 
syphilitic spirochetes or other germs which may be 
present on sorta fountain ware. If there were somo 
assurance of the temperature of the water, a wash- 
ing in boiling wat"r might suffice, but even cold wri- 
ter with poap is safer. 


"Lunch rooms, dining rooms and restaurants where 


flies are Admitted on even terms with guests are un- 
wholesome places to patronize. The presence of flies 
is proof of filthy conditions in the kitchen, the cel- 
lar or the rear area of such a place. Some of the 
conditions T have inspected in New York and Xew 
England eating places the past summer were simply 
friehtful.

The citric acid in lem- 
ons is strong enough to do considerable harm to the 
teeth if taken undiluted. Half a lemon in a tumbler 
of water is a far better way than taking the lemon 
raw.

Troubles connected with sex in some 


way are the cause of at least one-third 
of suicides. Mr. Warm believes. Per- 
sons suffering from venereal disease, 
which is. or which they beli-ave to be, 
incurable: persons who have married 
and found themselves impotent; per- 
sons who have discovered that the 
spouse is unfaithful, and jilted lovsrs 
make up a Large percentage of those 
who

mothers are another large class. In 
some cases the. troubles of these peo- 
ple are roal arid even terrible, and in 
other cases they merely involve the 
breach 
of 
conventional 
standards,

risA.

Ing for many years with his supposed 
wife, -ho had dl«cover>sd that a divorce 
which he had obtained many years ago 
was not valid, and that he was really 
a bigamist. He had been happy with 
his unlawful mate, no prosecution or 
scandal 
threatened 
him. 
He was 


msrely horrified at the thought that he 
was living in sir* according to legal 
and religious standards, and he saw no 
way out except to kill himself. 


Loss of Money a Factor 


The loss of property all at once is 


another frequent cause for suicide. The 
persSn who has long d-spended upon an 
income, 'and has not learned how to 
make a living, often falls into the deep- 
est despair if that income is lost. 


Loneliness is- the plea brought for- 


ward by many contemplating self-de- 
struction. > Most often these are old or 
afflicted persons who feel that they are 
not wanted in the families of which 
they are me.mbers and' upon which 
they are dependent for a living. These 
persons simply feel that there is no 
place for them on earth. They are 
among the mosit pathetic of all intend- 
ing suicide. 
j, 


The woman who has been unable to 


find a mate often contemplates suicide, 
and she is not an uncommon figure in 
American life. She is not always an 
unattractive woman either, according 
to Mr. Warren. 


Many of those contemplating self- 


destruction fear arrest for some crime 
which they have committed. The case 
of ths young man employed in a finan- 
cial house who borrows the 
firm's 


funds to speculate with, and then los- 
es, is a very common one. Mr. War- 
ren recently succeeded in adjusting 
such a. case when the man had fully 
decided to kill himself. He was restored 
to his position after making a confes- 
sion and convincing all concerned that 
he had enough of crime. 


The percentage of suicides and in- 


tending suicides among women is on 
the increasa. 
Mr. Warren is con- 


vinced that this is easily explicable 
by the fact that woman is constantly 
taking a more and more active part in 
the work and strife of the world. He 
hastens to add that he is not one of 
thoss conservatives who deplore wom- 
an's entry into business and politics. 
He thinks it is certainly inevitable 
and probably desirable. But the wom- 
an who goes out to make her own way 
in the world, like a man, is exposed 
to far more hard knocks than ths one 
who is sheltered in the simple routine 
of her 
household duties. 
She soon 


learns that freedom means also haz- 
ard and responsibility. And perhaps 
her more volatile emotional nature 
makes her more liable to the state of 
depression 
in which life seems no 


longer worth living. 


Child Suicides 


Child suicide is another thing -which 


is on the increase. It is seldom indeed 
that a child commits suicide before 
the age of fourteen, although infant 
suicide is not unknown. Thus a hoy 
less than five years old killed himself 
by droVning in a fountain after an- 
nouncing his intention. 


Child suicids is committed mostly by 


boys and girls from fourteen to six- 
teen, and is a result of the disturbed 
mental and emotional state that goes 
with the approach of adolescence. Oft- 
en the immediate cause is a failure in 
school examinations or a fear of fail- 
ure. The desire to spite a parent is 
not an uncommon motive of child sui- 
cide. 


An astonishing variety Of methods 


are used by suicides, but the most po- 
pular, as doubtless the easiest and 
least painful is by the inhalation of il- 
luminating gas. Drowning comes next 
in popularity as a method of dying. 
But a surprising percentage of women 
suicides choose the method of leaping 
from high places—perhaps the most 
uncertain and terrible of all means of 
self-destruction.

CHAPTER 556, LAWS OF 1919 


AN ACT To suspend ,thc operation of chapter 
C(i of the statutes of 1917 


entitled "Excise and the sale of intoxicating liquors" and to create sec, 
tions 1569—1 to 1569—22. inclusive, of the statutes, relating to intoxicat- 
ing liquors, to provide for the enforcement of Article IS of the Constitu- 
tion of the United States, providing penalties, making an appropriation 
and defining intoxicating liquor. 


The people of the State of Wisconsin, represented in senateo and as- 


sembly, do enact as follows: 


SECTION 1. Chapter 66 of the statutes of Wisconsin for 1917 entitled "Excise 


and the sale of intoxicating liquors" is hereby suspended and declared 
to be inoperative so long as this act shall be and remain in force and ef- 
fect. 


SECTION 2. Twenty-two new sections are added to the statutes to read: 


Section 1569—1. After this act becomes operative, the manufacture, sale or 
transportation of intoxicating liquors, as herein defined, within, the im- 
portation thereof into, or the exportation thereof from the state of Wis- 
consin.-except as may be herein or hereafter provided, is hereby pro- 
hibited. 


Section 1569—2. This act shall be deemed to be an exercise of the 


power reserved by and granted to this state by Article IS of the constitu- 
tion of the United States. 


Section 1569—3. Intoxicating liquor, within the purview o'f said consti- 


tutional amendment and the provisions of this act shall be construed to be 
and include all liquors and drinks of whatsoever name or description, in- 
cluding patent or proprietary medicines, capable of being used as a bev- 
erage containing more than two and one-half per centum of alcohol by 
weight at sixty degrees Fahrenheit. 
But if tne Congress of the United 


States shall hereafter by a valid act which shall become the law of the 
land and be paramount to any state laws on the, subject, define the words 
"intoxicating liquors" as used in article 18 of the constitution of the United 
States, then such definition, from the time such act of congress becomes 
operative, shall be the definition thereof under this subdivision. 


Section 1569—4. Pure grain alcohol, wines and other liquors, con- 


taining more than two and one-half percentum of alcohol by weight^ may 
be manufactured in or imported into or exported from this state 'for me. 
dicinal. mechanical, scientific and sacramental purposes and sold for such 
purposes'only and may be so sold :is herein provided and not othenvise. 
Denatured alcohol may be freely manufactured and sold, 'provided its man- 
ufacture complies strictly with the laws now or hereafter enacted by con- 
gress relative thereto and the rules and regulations issued by the depart- 
ment of internal revenue. 


Section 1569—5. There is hereby created the office of "Prohibition 
Commissioner." 
On or before the sixteenth day of January, 1920, the 


governor shall, by and with the advice and consent of the senate, appoint 
a suitable person as such prohibition commissioner. Such 
prohibition 


commissioner shall have his office in the capitol, at Madison, to be provid- 
ed at public expense, and such officer shall hold his office for the term of 
four years from and after the date of his appointment and until his suc- 
cessor shall be appointed. Any vacancy occurring in said office shall like- 
wise "be filled by executive appointment. 
Said prohibition commissioner 


shall receive a salary of four thousand dollars per year and his actual and 
necessary expenses incurred in the discharge of his duties. He shall take 
and subscribe the constitutional oath of office and file a bond, for the faith- 
ful discharge of his official duties, in the sum of twenty-five thousand dol- 
lars, which shall be approved by the governor. Such prohibition com- 
missioner may appoint necessary deputies, to be known and designated ai, 
"Deputy Prohibition Commissioners," 
and may employ all necessary 


clerks and fix the compensation and remuneration of all such deputies and 
clerks so appointed and file all such appointments, together with a state- 
'ment showing the compensation or salary so fixed, prior to the employe 
or appointee entering upon his duties or employment, with the secretary 
of state; and such appointee or employe shall receive the compensation 
so fixed, to be audited, allowed and paid on the certificate of the prohibi- 
tion commissioner in the same manner, as salaries and compensations are 
now allowed a.nd paid to state officials and employes. The prohibition com- 
missioner shall have and possess a suitable official seal, and all permits 
issued by him under the provisions of this act shall have affixed thereto 
a clear impression of said official seal. Other documents may be authen- 
ticated by a printed copy of the impression of said official seal1. Said depu- 
ties may perform all or any of the duties herein provided to be performed 
by the prohibition commissioner. All such deputies shall file such bond 
as the prohibition commissioner shall require, to be approved by the pro- 
hibition commissioner. It shall be the duty of the prohibition commis- 
sioner to exercise and perform all the duties and acts required of him by 
this act. For failure to perform such duties he shall be subject to romov- 
al'by the governor, for cause upon due notice and an opportunity to de- 
fend. » 
Section -1569—6. It shall be the duty of all district attorneys, sheriffs, 


deputy sheriffs, constables and other executive law enforcement officers to 
aid a.nd assist said prohibition commissioner qr his deputies in the en- 
forcement of the provisions of this act. 
Section 1569—7. It shall be the duty ot the prohibition commissioner 
to designate and issue a permit (which permit may be revoked for cause) 
to one or more persons in each municipality In this state who shall be au- 
thorized to have in possession and sell under such general rules and regu- 
lations as he may prescribe^alcohol, vinous, spirituods or malt liquors con- 
taining in excess of two and one-half percentum of alcohol by weight to be 
used exclusively for medicinal, mechanical, scientifia and sacramental pur- 
poses. The person so designated shall execute a.'bond in the penal sum of 
one thousand dollars for the faithful compliance with the rules and regu- 
lations so prescribed by the prohibition commissioner, with reference to 
the possession and sale of any such liquors. In the event .of, failure to 
comply strictly^thorewith the amount of said bond shall lie forfeited to the 
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state of AVlsconsin and in addition the persons so offending shall be liable 
to all other penalties herein prescribed. 


Section 1569—8. No person who shall keep or have in possession for 
retail sale non-intoxicating beverages as defined in section 1569—3 hereof 
snail at any time have Sri his possession or under his control in the building 
m which he conducts his business for selling or dispensing any such bever- 
ages any intoxicating liquor as denned in said section. The prohibition 
commissioner or his deputies shall have the right of access at ^reasonable 
hours, without notice, to the premises, occupied by any such retail dealor 
m non-intoxicating beverages, to investigate if this provision is being vio- 


Section 1569—9. No place in which non-intoxicating drinks or bever- 
ages, as denned in section 1569—3 hereof, are sold or dispensed for con- 
sumption upon the premises where sold, shall maintain a standing bar 
«•• counter at which any such drinks or beverages containing alcohol in 
any degree are permitted to be drank or consumed by the purchaser. 


Section 1569—10. 
The common council of cities, the village board 


of villages and the town%oard of towns for the purpose of regulating and 
enforcing the sanitary conduct of places in which non-intoxicating bev 
'erages as denned in sectiorf 1569—3 hereof are manufactured or sold 
may pass ordinances fixing the terms and conditions under which such 
P aces may be conducted- and operated and may limit the number of such 
places, and the locations at which such business or any part thereof may 
be conducted, and may require that any person who wishes to operate any 
such .business shall first procure a permit (which permit may be revoked 
for failure to comply with the conditions of this act or any ordinances re 
latmg to said business). A fee of not more than one hundred dollars per 
annum may be exacted before the granting of such permit and shall be 
payable in such amounts and a.t such times as may be fixed by ordinance 
The commodities to be sold under such permit may be separated into 
classes and a separate fee may be exacted for each class not exceeding 
in all the maximum of one hundred dollars. 


It shall be the duty of the treasurer of each town, village or city in 


this state wherein a fee is collected for a permit as herein provided, to re 
mit to the state treasurer within sixty days after such fee is collected five 
per cent of .the total amount collected, and such moneys when so received 
by the state treasurer shall be set aside and constitute a separate fund 
for the payment of salaries and. other expenses ot the prohibition com- 
missioner, and in carrying on the work connected with the enforcement of 
this act. 


Section 1569—11. Whenever a number of the qualified electors of any 
town, village or city equal to or more than ten percentum of the number 
of votes cast therein for governor at the last general election shall present 
to the clerk thereof a petition in writing signed by them praying that the 
electors thereof may have submitted to them the question whether or not 
any permit shall be issued under the provisions of this act to sell any non- 
intoxicating beverages as defined in section 3 hereof, containing alcohol 
in any degree whatsoever as a beverage and sliall file such petition with 
the clerk at least two weeks prior to the first Tuesday of April next suc- 
ceeding, such clerk shall forthwith make an order providing that such 
question shall be submitted on the first Tuesday of April next succeeding 
•the date of such order. The city clerk making such order shall give no- 
tice of the election to be held on such question in the manner notice is 
given for the regular city election; town and village clerks who make such 
orders shall give notice by posting written or printed notices in at least 
five public places in the town or village not less than two weeks before 
the day of election. The election on such question shall be held and con- 
ducted and the returns canvassed in the manner in which elections in such 
city, town or village on other questions are conducted and the returns 
thereof canvassed. The result shall be certified by the canvassers imme- 
diately upon the determination thereof and be entered upon the records 
of the town, village or city, and shall remain in effect until another elec- 
tion is held for the same purpose. 


The ballots upon the question so submitted shall be deposited in a sep- 
arate box in each town and election district and shall contain the words 
"For permit" and "Against permit" and shall otherwise conform with the 
provisions of subsection 8 of section 6.23. Tf a majority of the ballots 
cast upon such question be "Against permit," then it shall be unlawful 
for any person to sell or traffic in any of the beverages defined in section 
1569—3 of this act as non-intoxicating which contain any alcohol what- 
soever in the town, village or city so voting "Against permit" aud any 
permit granted or issued therein so long as the result of such election 
shall remain unreversed by another election held for the same purpose 
shall be vojd, but if a majority of the ballots so cast shall be "For permit," 
it shall be lawful for the town board, village trustees or common council, 
as the case may be. to grant permit for the sale of such beverages. 


The provisions of this act shall not authorize the sale of beverages con- 


taining alcohol in any town, village or city in this state where such sale 
is n«w illegal until an election shall have been had under the provisions 
hereof permitting such sale under the conditions in this act prescribed. 


Section 1569—12. Manufacturers and chemists who use alcohol for in- 
dustrial and scientific purposes or in the manufacture! of products not suit- 
able for use as an intoxicating beverage, superintendents of hospitals, muse- 
ums, laboratories, educational institutions, dentists, physicians and persons 
for lawful purposes, may secure a permit from the prohibition oommis- ] 
sioner, authorizing the purchase and possession of alcohol and liquors for 
i 


the purposes permitted by this act, upon making due application therefor in 
accordance with surh rules and requirements as the prohibition commission- 
er may promulgate, and upon filing a bond in such sum, not to exceed 
two thousand dollars, as in the discretion of the prohibition commissioner 
shall be' required, conditioned that said alcohol and other liquors will be 
used only for the purposes stated in the application and permit and in 
accordance with law. Such permit may be revoked by the prohibition 
commissioner if the conditions thereof arc not complied With, after notice 
is given to the holder of such permit to appear before said prohibition com- 
missioner and show cause why such permit should not be revoked.

Tho pro- 
cedure shall be substantially the same as the procedure provided for search 
warrants m larceny cases and such liquors shall be subject to «uch dia- 
",** the I)rohibi«on commissioner may order.

to the people of this state in the manner provided by law tor the «ub- 
flOIl m a" amen<lment to the constitution at the election to be held on 
the first Tuesday after the first Monday, in November.

If approved by 
a majority of the votes cast upon that question, it shallcoritinue of force 
and effect from and after January 1, 1921, otherwiae it shall cease to bo 
ot force and .effect and become null and void.

"Few 
people realize how great a 


man Roosevelt really was" said Dr. 
Wood, who declared that if one stood 
at the foot of a great mountain, he 
had no clear idea of the vastness of 
that mountain; one would have to go 
back a number of miles. before - the 
size of the mountain could be determ- 
ined. 
This he applied to Roosevelt. 


How great Roosevelt was we can bet- 
ter determine after he has been gone 
longer from the .earth. 


The speaker said that there were 


only a few great men. He ranked 
Roosevelt close to Washington and 
Lincoln.. 


"If Washington was first 
hi the 


hearts of his contrymen. and Lincoln 
the greatest, we might name Roose- 
velt as the latest." Roosevelt was a 
great lover of boys and was often 
fond holding obstacle races with a 
number cf boys in the front corridor 
of the White House, Dr. Wood said. 
He spoke of a book which he had^read 
which showed Roosevelt's love 
for 


boys and also for nature. While he 
was president, Roosevelt would trav- 
el through the woods and mufl with a 
group of boys, and none 
of them 


thought it out of place for the presi- 
dent of the United States to do those 
things. 
"In fact." said Dr. Wood, "they nev- 


er thought of him as a president; to 
them he was a good pal."
